A special ninth grade tuber­ 
culin testing program will be­ 
gin in Delta and Menominee 
counties this month. 
This is the first known TB 
testing program ever promoted 
statewide for the same grade 
using a uniform testing method, 
said Dr. Mary Cretens, director 
of the Delta-Menominee Health 
Dept. The ninth grade is be­ 
ing tested because teenage re­ 
actors are at risk of TB and a 
high proportion of teenagers 
are still in school in this grade, 
she said. 
Reaction rates are a measure 
of TB control efforts in the 
community and the program 
helps to obtain an accurate 
state-wide index of TB infec­ 
tion to serve as a basis for de­ 
veloping state guidelines for TB 
; testing in schools. 
High participation is impor­ 
tant to provide a valid, com- 
j parable index of infection in 
every area, Dr. Cretens said. 
Anyone can have TB infection 
and not know it. This is the last I 
opportunity for this age group 
to be tested in many schools. 
The test consists of a tiny 
amount of harmless fluid called 
tuberculin being injected just 
under the surface of the skin on 
the forearm until a small white 
bubble appears. Later this area 
is checked for a reaction. Only 
certain reactions are read as 
positive. 
A post ive reaction means that 
at some time, there has been 
exposed to a known or un­ 
known active TB case and 
enough TB germs have been 
breathed in to cause in faction, 
said Dr. Cretens. It does not 
mean that there is or ever w ill; 
be active TB. Usually the body j 
walls off the germs, making 
them harmless. A chest X-ray 
for reactors shows whether any 
harm has been done to the 
lungs. 
Fortunately, X-rays of m ost1 
reactors are negative, Dr. Cre- i 
tens added. Annual X-rays are 
available to check on whether 
the TB germs remain inactive. 
Family members and close as­ 
sociates of reactors are advised 
to have TB examinations to 
help search for any unsuspect­ 
ed sources of infection. 
TB drugs are used for all 
positive reactors to help pre­ 
vent the future development of 
active TB. This is called chemo­ 
prophylaxis. 
All ninth graders should have 
a test in order to take advan­ 
tage of this new breakthrough 
if they happen to be positive. 
TB tests are advisable once a 
year, probably by a doctor in 
connection with an annual phy­ 
sical examination to show whe­ 
ther there has been unsuspect­ 
ed exposure leading to infection. 
If there has been exposure, a 
search for the source can be 
made to prevent further expo­ 
sure and TB drugs can be taken 
to prevent disease, said Dr. 
Cretens. 
The program is sponsored by 
the Delta-Menominee District 
Health Department, Michigan 
Department of Health, Michigan 
Department of Education, and 
the Michigan TB and Respira­ 
tory Disease Association.

"Afghanistan is only about 
IO per cent forested,” explain­ 
ed Dr. Bourdo, “mostly im the; 
Pamirs. He had come to us to 
learn modern milling.” 
He could have gone to Cana- 
da to learn saw 
filing. 
The 
school there and the one at 
Tech’s Ford 
Forestry 
Center 
are the only two in the world. 


Whitefish Coho 


Off Menominee 


Coho 
from 
the 
Whitefish 
River stocking have been tak­ 
en in pound nets Tuesday af­ 
ternoon 200 yards off the shore 
near Menominee. 
It became fairly evident that 
the big salmon are swimming 
Menominee 
waters 
when 
a 
commercial fisherman, work­ 
ing in conjunction with the 
Department of Natural Re­ 
sources, turned up 55 of the 
big fish in a test netting. 
The coho, ranging from one 
pound to 15 pounds, 4 ounces, 
were taken along with 39 rain­ 
bow, several of which ran in 
the 10-pound class. The DNR 
also netted ll lake trout in the 
test net.

Frankenberg, 
district 
fish 
biologist 
from 
Crystal 
Falls, who was in charge of 
the project, identified two of 
the salmon as positive White­ 
fish River coho from the spring 
plant in 1968. This was deter­ 
mined by fin clips. It is Frank - 
enberg’s opinion that all of th* 
big cohos taken in the lift 
were from the Whitefish plant.

report 
of 
Whitefish 
River coho still as far a w a y 
as Menominee only proves that 
the major part of the salmon 
run in Little Bay de Noc is 
still a week or so away.

Grading Is Autopsy 
"Grading.” 
explains 
Dr. 
Bourdo as he conducts visitors 
through the Center’s sawmill, 
"is just an autopsy, a 
post­ 
mortem 
examination 
of 
the 
product. It’s too late then to do 
anything about it because the 
mistakes have been made and 
you’ve got to live with them. 
"It’s what goes on before the 
grading that we’re so concern­ 
ed 
with.” 
That 
will 
sound 
familiar to hundreds of retired 
sawmill men in the Upper Pen­ 
insula who 
remember 
when 
their’s was the greatest indus­ 
try in the area. 
“Lumber 
grade 3 B is our 
lowest,” explains Dr. Bourdo 
“and it only brings $60 a thou­ 
sand board feet, while the top 
grades, first and second bring 
from $250 to $300 a thousand, 
and there are four grades in 
between. You can throw away 
one-third of a board if you can 
raise it one grade. 
Dimension Mills 
"Lumber is the only manu­ 
facturing business product in 
the world that’s made without 
knowing what it’s going to be 
used for. A manufacturer may 
pay a premium for lumber in 
long lengths and then cut it up 
into four foot pieces. Dimen­ 
sion stock can be cut at the 
mill for the use ifs going to 
be put to. That’s why most of 
the mills being built today are 
dimension mills. C o p p e r 
Range’s new mill is tied to a 
dimension plant.” 
The little white sawmill at 
Alberta with 
the 
bird 
cage 
spark arrester on its smoke­ 
stack is so 
picturesque 
that 
thousands of tourists stop each 
summer to pictograph it. For 
the rest of the year it is a 
training schol for Tech’s fam­ 
ed courses far sawyers, saw 
filers, lumber inspectors, for­ 


ester aides and diesel mechan­ 
ics. 
This is the mill that Henry 
built, Henry Ford himself, that 
is. It was built in 1938 by Ford 
as a philanthropic project to 
employ the 
unemployed 
and 
give them sustenance in a rur­ 
al setting. He built the little 
sawmill and the village of Al­ 
berta 
(named 
for 
Alberta 
Johnson, daughter of a Ford 
b ro th er-in -law ) 
to provide 
housing for 24 families 
who 
were to earn their livelihood at 
the sawmill. Each family had 
two acres 
for 
a 
subsistence 
garden and 50 or 60 acres of 
j woods to 
supply 
timber for 
sawing at the mill. 
Model Sawmill 
When the project was com­ 
pleted the depression was over 
and the Ford Motor Co. set it 
up as a model sawmill town 
of cameo size. 
The mill was 
completely steam-powered, but 
now ifs all-electric, with its 
Dutch oven bodier firebox used 
to burn 
mill 
waste, 
mostly 
sawdust. 
Alberta village and the saw­ 
mill and other 
facilities and 
4,000 acres of adjoining wood­ 
lands were given to Tech for 
its Ford Forestry Center by the 
Ford Fund in 1956 and there

The historic method of train­ 
ing sawmill men was on-the- 
job instruction, with the back­ 
up man moving into the sawy­ 
er’s job, 
or 
the 
edgerman’s 
when needed. But sawmilling 
skidded so much with the ex­ 
haustion of most of the big old 
saw tim ber and the razing of 
the big sawmills, 
that 
there 
was no good training ground 
for mill men. Tech’s Ford For­ 
estry Center moved into this 
vacuum and its graduates go 
forth to the 
sawmills of the 
Midwest and the 
world with 
some savvy of their trade that 
the old hands never had. 
There’s great accent on get­ 
ting the full value out of every 
log put through the mill and 
no Old Turners ever saw logs 
like these. Each has a number 
and a personality and a com­ 
puterized 
record 
that 
tells 
where it came from and its life 
history. It’s timber from the 
Ford Forestry Center Experi­ 
mental Forest and it is writing 
a new book on the Northern 
Hardwood Type Forest. 
“We’re averaging about 150 
board feet of timber growth 
per acre per year,” said Dr.

Educational Reform 


There is in Michigan a strong consensus 
that the state needs some move toward reform 
of its educational process. laical school districts 
are unable to cope effectively with the increas­ 
ing financial demands. Non-public schools are 
in trouble. And the State Legislature is unable 
under the present tax structure to provide the 
necessary funds to bail them out. 
Gov. William Milliken, who five months ago 
appointed an Educational Reform Commission to 
survey the state and make recommendations, 
revealed those recommendations last week, a 
few days before the legislature was to convene 
to take up the question in a special fall session. 
The key elements of the package, which would 
be accomplished over a three-year period if the 
Legislature approves and the people vote the 
necessary Constitutional amendments, provide: 
• Abolition of the State Board of Educa­ 
tion and the position of Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, replacing them with a Director of 
Education to be appointed by the governor with 
consent of the State Senate; 
• A statewide property tax to balance the 
local tax burden for support of education: 
• A new evaluation program designed to 
assess the effectiveness of education in the state, 
particularly at the lower grade levels ; 
• Elimination of all Intermediate school 
districts in favor of IO to lo regional education 
units; 
• Consolidation of all K-6 and K-8 school 
districts into K-12 districts and a continued ef­ 
fort toward consolidation of the smaller K-12 
districts into other units, and 
• Aid to non-public schools through par­ 
tial payment of salaries for lay teachers of secu­ 
lar subjects. 
Not specifically mentioned, but strongly in­ 
dicated by the proposals and previous statements 
by Gov. Milliken, is an increase in the state in­ 
come tax.

Certainly, some of the proposals have merit, 
although many of the details have yet to be 
spelled out. 
The governor's commission believes a single 
Director of Education would provide more direc­ 
tion to the total program — and focus respon­ 
sibility at one man — than at present where 
eight members are elected to the state board. 
That suggestion, although it already is mak­ 
ing waves in Lansing, appears to be reasonable, 
along with the continuation of the effort toward 
school consolidation, elimination of Intermediate 
school districts and the proposal to establish an 
evaluation program. The Intermediate Districts 
as presently organized, for example, don’t even 
fairly represent the interests of the district. 
(In the Delta-Schoolcraft District, the Esca­ 
naba Area public schools, by f a r the largest 
school unit in the two counties, aren’t even re­ 
presented in the Intermediate Board of Educa­ 
tion.) 
The wisdom of statewide property tax and 
aid to non-public schools as presented, however. 
is more open to question. Both points — along 
with any move to boost the state income tax — 
are likely to cause the greatest uproar in the 
Legislative debate which will unfold in the com­ 
ing months.

When Gov. Milliken spoke to the Legisla­ 
ture in January about education he said the state 
“must improve our system of financial support 
to take undue pressure off property taxes.” In 
April, he said “The school finance structure is 
inequitable, and inadequate " 
It is difficult to see, short of establishing 
state assessing of property to take over from 
township supervisors and municipal assessors, 
how a state property tax could alleviate much of 
the present inequity. People might feel better 
about paying the same rate all over, but unless 
the base on which the rate was levied also is 
equitable there still would be unfairness and 
little or no progress would have been made to­ 
ward taking the burden of education off the 
property owners and placing it on the entire 
population. 
The governor’s staff said that more than 
75 per cent of the state’s students go to schools 
in areas where taxes are expected to be less 
under a state property tax, but if the governor’s 
stated state average local assessment of 24 mills 
is used as the base there appears to be little 
relief in sight. (Today, the governor recom­ 
mended a 16 mill maximum for the proposed 
state property tax, a rate which would provide 
some relief — Escanaba Area taxpayers in De­ 
cember will receive bills charging 21.1 mills for 
operation of the Area schools — but would not 
significantly change the taxation picture, es­ 
pecially if property tax credits on the income 
tax are ended. He also suggested legislation to 
improve assessing practice, making it m o r e 
equitable.) 
There was no mention in the Educational 
Reform Commission’s proposals, however, of any 
new method for financing new classrooms at 
the local level. This responsibility also now rests 
with the property tax, a factor which in many 
cases a d ds substantially to the tax bill f o r 
schools. 
As far as parochiaid Is concerned, there is 
no agreement either on whether or not to pro­ 
ceed or even if parochiaid is approved in princi­ 
ple whether or not the governor’s commission 
recommendations are sufficient.

So the question of ed*national reform now 
goes to the legislature for what is expected to 
be 4 lengthy battle. It may be Christmas before 
something is finally settled. 
Whatever the result, it appears likely that 
ifs going to be costly — both in terms of more 
dollars and increased state control over the 
local educational process. And once the state 
bureaucracy gets its momentum up, the trend 
will be difficult to reverse. 
State property tax may lead to state asses­ 
sing. State testing of students, state-controlled 
regional education units, state salary “guide­ 
lines" for teachers (How far away is Civil Serv­ 
ice?) and legal limitations on how local districts 
may spend “extra" money voted for their own 
districts are proposed.

Lunacy' Reaction 
At U-M Examined

It is too early to predict how 
the college students are going 
to react to the absurd theory 
promulgated by Dr. Spock and 
his friends that Richard Nixon

(If ever anyone wanted 
to get out of a war with a 
shred of honor, Richard Nixon 
is that man.) But, Nixon and 
the Vietnam War issue to one 
side, the prospect for a return 
to study on the campus is bet­ 
ter than it has been for a long 
time. 
What is happening 
at the 
University of Michigan’s 
Ann 
Arbor campus could be the tip­ 
off. The academic year starts 
earlier at Michigan than at 
most universities. The febrile 
Students for a Democratic So­ 
ciety types were right in there 
pitching when the Michigan 
doors opened on Sept. I; they 
were going 
to 
establish 
the 
tempo for the year by shutting 
the university down almost be­ 
fore 
c l a s s e s 
had 
opened 
throughout the nation. Reach­ 
ing for the nearest club to beat 
the “system’’ over 
the 
head 
they started out with 
ROTO. 
But, ainee a faculty committee 
was 
already 
recommending 
that credit be withdrawn for 
ROTO courses, not much lever­ 
age could be gained by going 
into tantrums 
over 
this old 
chestnut. 
There remained the issue of 
a proposed campus bookstore. 
For some reason Michigan had 
never followed other big mid­ 
western centers of learning in 
establishing a bookstore under 
university control. Since there 
are three major bookstores in 
Ann Arbor, the need for one 
connected with the university 
had never seemed very appar­ 
ent. But there was the question 
of the four per cent sales tax 
which students might rave if 
they bought their books from a 
non-profit college-owned shop. 
Moreover, a bookstore on cam­ 
pus might be more aware of 
the need for stocking certain 
titles in depth.

The regents, 
responsive 
to 
the 
undergraduate 
pressures, 
offered to put up $100,000 in 
capital for a bookstore provid­ 
ed that the students in the 16 
colleges 
on 
campus 
would 
raise another $100,000 by vot­ 
ing to assess themselves at a 
rate of $5 each or less. 
The first referendum 
vote, 
held last spring, was disap­ 
pointing; only 6,000 out of 31,- 
000 students voted, and the in­ 
dividual 
assessment 
t h e y 
agreed upon—a piddling $1.75 
—wasn’t 
enough 
to 
float 
a 
bookstore in any event. 
This 
didn’t promise 
much student 
responsibility as capitalists, but 
the regents 
have 
not 
with­ 
drawn their offer. They do in­ 
sist on one proviso: that the 
management of a bookstore, if 
one is started, must remain a 
primary 
responsibility of the 
university business office. 
“Oh no,” said the SDS types, 
reaching for 
an 
issue, “the 
bookstore must be under the 
control of 
a 
student 
policy 
board.” In any normal entre­ 
preneurial 
arrangement, 
the 
question of control would be 
left to the people putting up 
most of the 
money. 
But the 
SDS types weren’t 
willing to 
let the university, which had 
promised to supply half the 
capital, exercise even so much 
as half the 
control. 
Without 
taking responsibility for rais­ 
ing the second 
$100,000 
the 
SDS types wanted to be the 
boss-men 
behind 
the 
book- 
*tor* counter. (The better to 


hide conservative 
titles?)

would have been nice work if 
the boys could have gotten it; 
they could have marketed New 
Left authors such as Herbert 
Marcuse and Eldridge Cleaver 
to a fare-thee-well.

The regents had been caught 
in previous binds when stu­ 
dent enterprises went in the 
red, leaving the university to 
pick up the tab. But the book­ 
store revolutionists weren’t in 
a mood to listen to past his­ 
tory, or to conduct any rea­ 
sonable argument about it. In­ 
stead, they occupied a build­ 
ing and informed the univer­ 
sity that they would stay un­ 
til they had their way. 
But this year is another year 
on the campus, Playing it cool, 
Michigan’s president, 
Robben 
W. Fleming, gave the rebels 
plenty of time to 
vacate the 
building before an injunction 
was served. Finally the police 
moved in, booking 108 
occu­ 
pants (97 of them were stu­ 
dents,

“Contention,** in Michigan, is

A reader asks whether I sub­ 
scribe to the custom of leading 
the fourth best card on defense. 
Many players contend that such 
leads, by their very nature, help 
declarer more than the other de­ 
fender. 
It seems to me that defense 
is difficult enough without add­ 
ing to it the guesswork and the 
uncertainties created by sup­ 
pressing information valuable 
to partner or by introducing 
the deceptive factor. The key to 
good defense is good partner­ 
ship rapport and seldom can a 
player succeed in fooling de­ 
clarer without also fooling part­ 
ner. 
This deal illustrates the point. 
West led the two of spades — 
his fifth best spade — instead 
of the five, his fourth best. 
Dummy played the eight and 
E ast quite properly played the 
ten. When the ten held, East 
continued with the king. 
Declarer took the ace, drew 
two rounds of trumps, led the 
jack of diamonds, and finessed. 
East won with the king and 
now had to find the right re­ 
turn to beat the contract. 
He knew that West had the 
queen of spades because the ten 
had won the first trick. He also 
knew that West had led the 
deuce of spades, indicating a 
four-card suit. It followed from 
this that declarer had another 
spade to lose. So East returned 
a spade. 
This proved fatal when de­ 
clarer ruffed the spade and dis­ 
posed of all his hearts on dum­ 
my’s diamonds to bring home 
eleven tricks. 
Now let’s suppose that West 
had played normally and led his 
fourth best spade, the five. 
Again, East would have won 
with the ten and returned the 
king. Dummy would take the 
ace, but an this trick West 
would play the deuce to identify 
his five-card suit. 
When East later took his king 
of diamonds, he would of course 
appreciate the futility of a 
spade return — since South 
could not have another spade — 
and he would return a heart to 
put declarer down one.

Sound, Not Lyrics 
Damage Teen-Ears 


People who say 
that 
rock 
'n’ roll music hurts their ears 
are reporting a finding that’s 
more truth 
and 
poetry—and 
speaking of poetry, most teen­ 
agers who listen to rock pro­ 
test songs don’t understand the 
lyrics. 
Dr. Ralph R. Rupp, 
audio­ 
logy coordinator with the Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Michigan 
speech 
clinic, suggests that research 
findings are conclusive enough 
to justify instituting three pre­ 
cautions to protect the ears of 
young people 
who 
listen to 
rock music: 
• Musicians 
should 
wear 
ear defenders or protectors in 
order to reduce the intensive 
levels of the music by 20 to 30 
decibels. 
• Periodic 
auddologic 
re­ 
view should be made on the 
musicians’ hearing so that any 
change in efficiency could be 
observed and activity modifi­ 
cation be proposed where ne­ 
cessary. 
• Local governmental health 
unite should 
establish 
“safe” 
maximum 
allowable 
sound 
pressure levels 
for electronic 
amplifiers in teen clubs or dis­ 
cotheques. Such 
a 
suggested 
level might be IOO decibels. 
Writing in 
Michigan Hear­ 
ing, 
the 
publication 
of 
the 
Michigan Association for Bet­ 
ter Hearing and 
Speech, 
Dr. 
Rupp explains that with pow­ 
erful 
electronic 
amplifiers, 
rock music may reach peaks of 
loudness or intensity sufficient 
to cause damage to the listen­ 
er’s ears. 
He cites experimental studies 
in which such 
effects 
have 
been tound both in laboratory 
animals and in humans. 
One 
study, for example, 
indicated 
that 
rock 
musicians 
exhibit 
greater permanent loss of high- 
frequency hearing than mem­ 
bers of a rifle teem. 
In laboratory 
animals, long 
exposure 
to 
high - intensity 


noise (in which category some 
writers place rock music) pro­ 
duced actual cell 
damage in 
the inner ear. 
Most teenagers who listen to 
rock protest songs 
don’t un­ 
derstand the lyrics, 
according 
to two University of Michigan 
sociologists 
who studied 
the 
listening 
habits 
and 
prefer­ 
ences of 770 teenagers In De­ 
troit and Grand Rapids. 
According to John P. Robin­ 
son and Paul Hirsch, it’s the 
beat of a song—and not the 
message — which appeals to 
teenagers. In fact, they report, 
liking a particular 
.song 
and 
understanding the meaning of 
its lyrics are often two distinct 
phenomena. 
Writing in the October issue 
of Psychology Today, Robinson 
and 
Hirsch 
state 
that 
the 
youths 
they 
studied 
were 
“much 
more 
interested 
in 
sound than in meaning . . . 70 
per cent of all our students 
said they laked a record more 
for its beat than for its mes­ 
sage . . . most of the teenagers 
did not understand the lyrics 
or were indifferent.” 
Robinson and Hirsch studied 
430 high school students in De­ 
troit and 340 in Grand Rapids, 
all from the eighth and lith 
grades. They found, first, that 
protest songs were 
the 
least 
popular form of rock, ranking 
behind rhythm and blues and 
traditional rock in both cities. 
The students were asked to 
explain the meaning of several 
popular 
songs 
with 
protest 
themes. Included in 
the 
list 
were “Ode to Billy Joe” (in­ 
difference to 
tragedy); 
“In­ 
cense and Peppermints,” “Lu­ 
cy in the Sky with Diamonds,’* 
and “The Condition My Condi­ 
tion Was In” (drugs); “Heavy 
Music” and “Gimme the Green 
Light” 
(sex), 
and 
“Skip-a- 
Rupc” (parental h> pocrisy). 
As might be expected, up per- 
middle-class 
teenagers 
were 


more likely to understand the 
meaning of the protest songs, 
just as they were more likely 
to prefer them. 
Even so, the large majority 
of the students did not get the 
message of these records. Only 
a third who reported 
having 
heard one of these songs could 
write an adequate explanation 
of its lyrics.

Tests Favorable 
Komberg said the repair en­ 
zyme, called DNA polymerase, 
has been shown in laboratory 
‘Studies to be able to restore ra­ 
diation-damaged portions of the 
double-stranded

“Although we have done this 
so far only in test tubes, we as­

The repaired DNA then re­ 
sumes directing production of 
substances that the cell needs to 
grow into bone, muscle or nerve 
tissue.

Kennedy Case 


To Be Delayed 


BOSTON (AP) — The Massa­ 
chusetts Supreme Court may 
take weeks to decide on Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy’s challenge 
of proposed procedure for an in­ 
quest into the death of Mary Jo 
Kopechne, legal sources said to­ 
day. 
The five justices who heard 
arguments Wednesday gave no 
inkling of when 
they 
would 
make their rul/ing known. But 
those familiar with court rou­ 
tine said that while it could 
come at any time, nit was unlike­ 
ly before Oct. 28 and might take 
longer. 
Attorneys tor the senator and 
nine other petitioners, calling 
the state inquest law unconstitu­ 
tional to Its present form, asked 
the justices to: 
—Grant 
counsel

called to the inquest the right to 
cross-examine witnesses. 
—Order the inquest closed to 
the press and public. 
—Disqualify Judge James A 
Boyle of 
Edgartown 
District 
Court from 
presiding, as he 
would normally do. 
Edward B. Han/iify, counsel for 
Kennedy, said the senator was 
not trying to block an inquest 
but wanted his rights protected 
if one is held . 
At one point Chief Justice 
Raymond S. Wilkins asked Han- 
ify: “Are you claiming an in­ 
quest is unconstitutional no m at­ 
ter how it is conducted?” 
“No, your honor,” Hanify re­ 
plied, “not if this court lays 
down new rules and restric­ 
tions.” 
Judge Boyle had ruled that 
the inquest would be public but 
that because of the space prob­ 
lem only accredited newsmen 
would be admitted to the 132- 
seat Edgartown courtroom. The 
judge also sand persons called to 
the inquiry could be accompa­ 
nied by attorneys while testi­ 
fying but that cross-examination 
of witnesses would not be per­ 
mitted.

Eskymos, Crusaders

Every year thousands of fishermen go echo angling, yet 
not many of these ardent anglers know any background on the 
salmon they pursue. 
The life cycle of the coho salmon is an amazing story of a 
•(niggle for survival. The salmon is born without parents, and 
dies without children, still its breed continues on. A naturally j 
born coho, also those raised in the matchery, is hatched out in ; 
early spring, following the fall when its parents spawned and 
died. For about one year they live in the stream of their birth. | 
While living in the stream, young coho feed on the same 
food as the resident stream trout. Nymphs, flies, worms, etc. j 
help make up the young cohos’ diet. During the first year, the i 
young coho has parr marks on its body (much like young trout). 
Parr marks are dark vertical bars on the sides of these small 
salmon. 
After their first year in the stream, coho begin to turn a 
brilliant silver color. This coloring is retained throughout their 
life, until they come back to spawn and die. At this point o f 1 
coloring change is when all hatchery raised coho are stocked 
in Michigan salmon streams. These silver coho are now known j 
as smolto. 
A short time after attaining smolt status, these coho, either 
hatchery-raised or born naturally, start to move downstream , 
to the Great Lakes. Once in the Great Lakes, the coho has been 
known to travel great distances feeding on the vast schools of 
alewives. Feeding heavily on these forage fish, the gluttonous 
Cedro grow fast. 
In the fall, of this their first year in the Great Lakes, many 
of the male coho make an early spawning run up spawning 
streams. These fish are precocious coho known as “jacks.” Oc­ 
casionally, precocious females are also found in this group of 
early maturing salmon. 
This run of jacks usually makes up only about 5 per cent 
of the school salmon in the big lake. The remaining coho feed 
heavily for another year and wax fat before they start their 
long coastal journey in late summer. They are headed for their 
home streams to spawn and die. 
Depending on water temperature and weather, these vast 
schools of salmon gather off the mouths of spawning rivers any­ 
where from late August to late October. 
As they enter their spawning streams coho undergo a dis- I 
tinct color change. The big salmon usually get a dark green on 
top a n d the silver sides turn a motley orange-purple color. 
Later on they will get even darker, turning almost pitch black 
on their topsides. When they’ reach this stage in their life cycle 
they are no longer good for eating purposes. 
After ascending the stream to the proper spawning area, 
the female coho digs out a nest (redd) In the gravel. To do this, 
she will often turn on her side and thrash up and down with 
her tail until a shallow depression is scooped out of the gravel. 
As soon as the bed is prepared, the female will start to 
drop her eggs in the depression. As the female drops her eggs, 
the male fish (usually swimming just above her) will immed­ 
iately saturate the water with milt. This is one of the best 
methods in nature for obtaining high productivity from the eggs 
that have been laid. 
During this time of spawning the large male coho develop 
a tremendous hooked jaw. Many times I have witnessed some 
real "teer-’em-up” fights between male coho defending their 
rights to a female. 
Following spawning, which usually takes place in Novem­ 
ber. the coho begin to die. This massive dieoff ends by late 
January when all of the coho are dead. Despite rumors, they 
do not survive spawning.

Tax Reform 


’Near Death’ 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
surge of public sentiment for 
tax reform has ebbed at the 
Capitol, leaving in doubt the 
fate of many provisions of a 
House-passed bill. 
The falloff in strong suppport 
for reform was reported by the 
Senate Finance Committee and 
individual senators. 
And as the committee was 
preparing for today's start of 
closed-door work on the bill, 
several of the 17 members indi­ 
cated they will vote to kill or re­ 
vise many sections. 
Finance completed five weeks 
of hearings on the legislation 
Wednesday after calling 269 wit­ 
nesses and receiving statements 
of more than 400 others. 
Although hearings were fin­ 
ished on schedule, it is not cer­ 
tain the committee can meet a 
commitment to the Senate Dem­ 
ocratic leadership to complete 
action on the bill by Oct. 31. 
Of the almost 700 witnesses 
w'ho testified or filed 
state­ 
ments. all but a handful opposed 
some part of the House bill. 
Governors and mayors asked 
the Committee to kill provisions 
of the House ball affecting tax- 
exempt bonds. 
They said House passage of 
these had made it almost impos­ 
sible to sell bonds in some cases 
and had forced interest rates 
even higher in others. 
Long 
suggested

might consider this issue first. 
It seemed likely the committee 
would vote to strike the provi­ 
sions from the bill.
